he  Trustees  of  Reservations  (TTOR)  is 
dedicated  to  preserving  for  public  use  and 
enjoyment  properties  of  exceptional  scenic, 
historic  and  ecological  value  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.  Founded  in  1891  by  Boston 
landscape  architect  Charles  Eliot,  it  is  the 
oldest  private  land  trust  in  the  world. 

Today,  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  owns 
and  manages  71  properties,  totaling  more  than 
17,500  acres,  all  open  to  the  public.  Through  its 
Land  Conservation  Center,  TTOR  continues  to 
save  open  land  across  the  state. 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  a  private, 
non-profit  organization  and  relies  for  support 
entirely  upon  membership  dues,  voluntary 
contributions,  admission  fees,  grants  and 
endowments.

Dear  Trustees  and  Friends: 


A, 


-S  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  enters  its 
100th  year,  the  organization  has  never  been 
stronger  nor  its  mission  of  preserving  properties 
of  exceptional  beauty  and  historic  interest  more 
important.  However,  each  year,  carrying  out  our 
mission  is  more  complex  and  requires  greater 
resources. 

In  the  face  of  these  pressures,  TTOR  is 
working  hard  to  remain  fiscally  sound. 
Rebounding  from  a  significant  deficit  projected 
midway  through  fiscal  year  1990,  we  have  just 
completed  our  third  consecutive  year  in  the 
black.  This  is  due  mainly  to  stringent  cost  con- 
trols by  a  very  conscientious  management  team, 
better-than-expected  investment  income,  and 
record  growth  in  membership  and  annual 
giving. 

There  is  a  price,  however,  for  these  balanced 
budgets.  It  is  a  lengthening  list  of  unmet  needs 
in  property  management  and  missed  opportuni- 
ties in  land  conservation.  For  example,  rundown 
equipment  has  not  been  replaced,  building 
repairs  have  been  deferred,  and  management 
plans  have  gone  unformulated.  Similarly,  calls 
to  TTOR  for  help  to  preserve  threatened  parcels, 
requests  for  advice  on  land  use  plans,  and  even 
potential  acquisitions  of  land  and  conservation 
restrictions  have  had  to  be  passed  by  or  put  on 
hold. 

Staff  time  is  focused  first  on  crises.  A  recent 
example  has  been  the  attempt  by  a  regional 
sewer  authority  to  designate  Misery  Islands 
Reservation  as  a  site  for  the  construction  of  a 
sewage  treatment  facility,  an  unscheduled  and 
all-consuming  threat  that  we  confronted  over 
the  last  two  years  and  finally  laid  to  rest  in 
early  1990.  Such  demands  on  what  some  view  as 
"vacant"  land  are  sure  to  increase  as  the  com- 
munities that  surround  our  Reservations 
become  more  highly  urbanized. 

Unless  somethmg  is  done,  TTOR  will 
become  more  and  more  reactive,  less  and  less 
proactive.  What's  called  for  are  new  revenue 
sources  as  well  as  careful  focusing  of  the  finan- 
cial resources  we  now  have.  On  our  own  Reser- 
vations, we  are  aiming  for  more  comprehensive 
management  planning  and  strict  adherence  to 
those  plans.  In  land  conservation,  we  are  striv- 


ing to  leverage  the  expertise  and  experience  we 
have.  To  this  end,  we  are  establishing  a  Land 
Conservation  Center  to  work  with  landowners, 
land  trusts,  communities,  and  open-space 
agencies  in  identifying  critical  properties  and 
carrying  out  conservation  plans.  Although  the 
preservation  successes  of  those  we  train  will  not 
necessarily  be  credited  to  TTOR,  many  more 
places  of  historic  interest  and  natural  beauty 
will  be  saved  using  this  approach. 

Preserving  the  best  of  the  Massachusetts 
landscape  is  an  enormous  undertaking, 
pioneered  by  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  100 
years  ago.  If  TTOR  is  to  keep  its  preeminence  in 
the  field,  new  financial  resources  must  be 
found.  New  resources  call  for  new  members. 
New  members  will  enlist  if  they  hear  the  call, 
and  they  will  hear  the  call  if  we  tell  our  story 
well.  It  is  a  remarkable  story  and  in  our  100th 
year  we  must  all  spread  the  word  vigorously. 

TTOR  staff  will  issue  news  releases,  use  TV 
and  radio,  give  speeches,  publish  a  history,  host 
conferences  and  widely  distribute  our  new 
movie,  "Saving  Special  Places."  Our  most  elo- 
quent spokesmen,  of  course,  are  the  properties 
themselves,  and  in  our  centennial  year  we  have 
scheduled  myriad  events— from  special  Discov- 
ery Days  to  a  wide  range  of  ecology  walks,  his- 
toric house  tours  and  concerts— in  order  to 
introduce  newcomers  to  these  special  places. 

Finally,  1  want  all  members,  new  and  old,  to 
know  that,  as  I  write,  TTOR  is  poised  to  launch  a 
major  capital  campaign.  Before  our  centennial 
year  is  over,  all  of  us  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  make  a  special  contribution  to  The  Trustees  of 
Reservations,  to  participate  in  building  a  strong 
foundation  for  our  second  century  of  preserving 
the  very  best  of  the  Massachusetts  landscape. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  second  hundred 
years  of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  will  not 
only  be  worthy  of  its  first  century,  but  will  be 
a  period  of  unprecedented  success.

Property  Management  Report 


Highlights 

April  1,  1989-March  31,  1990

X-/ack  in  the  spring  of  1985,  TTOR  ushered  in  a 
new  era  for  its  property  management  program. 
The  keystone  of  this  initiative  was  a  commit- 
ment to  property  management  planning  based 
on  thorough  scientific  research.  As  population 
pressures  have  intensified,  increased  visitation 
has  brought  problematic  human  impacts  to 
many  of  our  most  fragile  Reservations.  Our  gen- 
eral policy  is  to  encourage  and  promote  visita- 
tion; at  the  same  time,  we  pay  close  attention  to 
protecting  the  extraordinary  natural  and  cul- 
tural resources  that  our  Reservations  offer.  This 
balance  of  protection  and  visitation  presents  a 
formidable  task  in  our  urbanized  state,  where  6 
million  residents  live  on  only  5  million  acres. 

Five  years  ago,  as  part  of  its  program  to  deal 
with  critical  wildlife  and  vegetation  manage- 
ment issues  at  the  Crane  properties  in  Ipswich, 
TTOR  hired  a  full-time  ecologist.  Dr.  Robert 
Deblinger.  The  program  that  Rob  and  our  field 
staff  have  implemented  at  the  Crane  properties 
has  served  as  a  model  for  other  property  man- 
agement plans,  most  recently  those  developed 
for  Cape  Poge  Wildlife  Refuge  and  Wasque 
Reservation,  two  of  our  Chappaquiddick 
properties. 

Over  a  two-year  period  beginning  in  1987, 
TTOR  conducted  a  visitor-use  survey  and  a 
human  impact  study  to  determine  both  visitor 
attitudes  and  the  shortcomings  of  our  ecology 
protection  efforts.  The  results  of  these  scientifi- 
cally designed  studies,  combined  with  our  accu- 
mulated experience  managing  Crane  Beach, 
paved  the  way  for  a  comprehensive  manage- 
ment plan  for  the  fragile  barrier  beach  proper- 
ties on  Chappaquiddick.  A  key  element  of  the 
plan  will  include  protection  measures  to  control 
more  closely  the  use  of  oversand  vehicles  on  the 
properties— a  critical  need  given  that  the  num- 
ber of  4-wheel  drive  vehicles  on  Cape  Poge  and 
Wasque  has  doubled  over  the  past  ten  years. 

As  the  fiscal  year  drew  to  a  close,  Chris 
Kennedy,  TTOR's  Islands  Regional  Supervisor, 
was  preparing  to  present  the  management  plan 
to  the  Edgartown  Planning  Board  and  Conser- 
vation Commission.  Approval  of  the  plan  was 
anticipated,  and  implementation  is  scheduled 
for  the  1990  and  1991  seasons.

In  the  next  five  years,  TTOR  will  undertake 
equally  thorough  property  management  plan- 
ning efforts  at  other  Reservations  where  natural 
and  historic  resources  are  under  pressure  from 
the  Commonwealth's  growing  and  increasingly 
mobile  population. 

Many  of  our  71  Reservations  have  tradition- 
ally been  referred  to  as  "museums"  of  vanishing 
rural  New  England  landscapes.  Our  eight  his- 
toric house  museums  add  a  vital  dimension  to 
these  landscapes  and  help  us  to  interpret  the 
lives  of  the  people  who  occupied  the  farms  and 
country  estates  over  the  last  250  years.  The  con- 
servation of  historic  structures  and  collections  is 
professionally  demanding,  and  TTOR  now  rec- 
ognizes the  need  to  apply  a  higher  level  of  tech- 
nical expertise  to  the  task.  In  the  past  year, 
TTOR  moved  ahead  with  a  program  of  research 
and  planning  at  several  of  its  historic  properties, 
most  notably  The  Old  Manse  in  Concord  and 
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Naumkeag  in  Stockbridge.  An  exhaustive  cata- 
loging of  collections  is  underway  at  all  museum 
houses. 

No  museum  program  today  can  avoid  the 
vital  issue  of  security.  In  the  last  year,  modern 
electronic  security  systems  have  been  installed 
in  four  of  our  historic  houses.  Similar  upgrades 
are  planned  for  the  remaining  buildings  as 
needed. 


With  each  passing  month,  we  find  ever 
more  public  awareness  of  the  extraordinary  col- 
lection of  properties  that  TTOR  offers  its  visi- 
tors. Our  management  challenge  is  to  maintain 
the  high  standard  of  "trusteeship"  that  we  have 
earned  over  the  past  99  years.

JLhis  year.  The  Trustees  of  Reservations 
acquired  properties  enhancing  and  protecting 
Coskata-Coatue  Wildlife  Refuge  on  Nantucket, 
James  W.  Brooks  Woodland  Preserve  in  Peters- 
ham, and  Chapelbrook  Reservation  in  South 
Ashfield.  The  Nantucket  and  Petersham  parcels 
were  generous  gifts  by  loyal  supporters  of  The 
Trustees;  the  Ashfield  parcel  was  purchased 
from  a  cooperative  owner  of  adjacent  land.  In 
addition,  TTOR  accepted  generous  gifts  of  eight 
perpetual  conservation  restrictions  preserving 
273  acres  of  land,  and  worked  in  concert  with  its 
affiliate,  the  Massachusetts  Farm  and  Conser- 
vation Lands  Trust,  to  protect  an  additional 
40  acres.

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Financial  Report 


Fiscal  Year  1990 

April  1,  1989-March  31,  1990 


JLhe  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1990  was  a 
successful  one  for  The  Trustees  of  Reservations. 
Thanks  to  increased  revenues  from  the  Annual 
Appeal,  and  in  most  major  operating  categories, 
we  were  able  to  show  a  surplus  ($6,000)  for  the 
third  year  in  a  row. 

This  year  we  have  changed  our  reporting 
format  for  the  financial  results  by  highlighting 
the  major  areas  of  income  and  expense  and  pro- 
viding a  comparison  with  last  year.  We  hope  you 
find  this  helpful. 

Two  items  need  a  brief  explanation.  Salaries 
and  benefits  for  fiscal  year  1990  include  a  num- 
ber of  one-time  charges  relating  to  the  new 
retirement  plan  and  other  salary-related  adjust- 
ments. In  the  other  operating  expenses  cate- 
gory, the  decrease  represents  lower  expenses 
related  to  property  acquisition  and  smaller 
transfers  to  various  reserve  accounts. 


With  respect  to  the  annual  contribution 
to  operations  from  our  endowment  fund,  we 
have  established  a  spending  policy  to  protect 
the  principal  from  purchasing  power  erosion 
due  to  inflation.  We  plan  to  budget  no  more 
than  5  percent  of  a  three-year  moving  average 
of  the  endowment  fund  market  value.  We've 
been  spending  more  than  that,  and,  to  cushion 
the  effect  on  the  budget,  will  work  down  to  that 
level  over  a  three-year  period.  This  was  a  diffi- 
cult decision,  but  we  think  a  wise  one. 

Fortunately,  the  securities  markets  have 
been  quite  strong.  Combined  with  meaningful 
contributions,  our  endowment  assets,  as  shown 
in  the  financial  summary,  have  increased  sub- 
stantially during  the  last  year.
